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Off the Kwangtung Coast of southern China, at the mouth of the Chu Kiafig 


River, is the deep sheltered harbor of Hong Kong. Over its 17 square miles, with 
east and west entrances, pass ships up to 40,000 tons, crossing bows with a con- 
tinual flow of sampans, junks, ferries and yachts of all sizes, 


Patrolling this area to deal with routine inspections of licenses, life pre- 


farvers, fire-fighting equipment and general ship conditions is the Hong Kong 
Marine Police. Under British superintendents, the 2;000-»ian force, 98% Chinese, 
also make periodic searches of suspicious vessels for smuggled drugs or would-be 
immigrants fleeing the Communist China mainland. Monthly, some 50 to 200 of 
these refugees are caught and returned. 


The harbor areas, and waters up to the Red Chinese 'dividing line'f are part 


of the patrol run, Also, four-day "village penetration patrols" move through Kow- 
Nn Peninsula and the 20-odd inhabited islands within the territorial waters, 
bringing to some villages the only outside authority they ever see. 


For this effort, the men receive $400 Hong Kong dollars monthly ($90. Amer- 


ican). They are given the opportunity to develop additional skills, such as navigator, 
radioman or engine-room expert, which will give them higher wages Thus, in de- 
veloping themselves, they increase the performance and ability of the most 
respected police force in Asia, the Hong Kong Marine Police.
